The Cartoonist, Was Last Link With 
Victorian Punch. 


“By death or retirement Punch has 
lost one by one the heroes of pen and 
pencil that made him a power in the 
land,’’ writes The Daily News. ‘‘Three 
or four of the great Punch ariists have 
left places never to be filled; and now 
Linley Sambourne, who sat with them 
sO many years at the famous table 
is gone. He was the last of his gener 
ation, and with the disappearance of 
his work the last link with Victorian 
Punch is broken. One takes down one 
of the thumbed volumes and turns the 
leaves. What a great thing it was! 
How rich! How supremely representa 
tive of the spirit of its time!” 

Here is the story of how he came to 
join Punch, as told by Mr. B. Morris 
“He was apprenticed to the firm of 
John Penn and Son, of Greenwich, 
the eminent marine engineers. One 
day, forgetting his work, he was en 
gaged in drawing a caricature of Mr 
Penn, who, to Mr. Sambourne’s aston 


ishment, happened to look in and ‘saw | 


what he was about. Instead of being 
angry and giving Mr. Sambourne “the 
sack,’ to use his own words, Mr. Penn 
said, ‘Sambourne, you ought to be on 
Punch.’ When Sambourne ‘got his 
wind,’ as he said, he replied, ‘Yes, sir 
but how am [I to get there?’. Mr. Penn 
said, ‘I will give you a letter of intro- 
duction to my old friend Mark Lemon, 
the editor.’ 

“He did so, and with this letter, te 
settle the matter, he sent the carica 
ture of himself. As all the world 
knows. Sambourne was engaged by 
Mark Lemon, and he had a hearty 
laugh over the idea of his caricatur 


ing his master, and then bringing the | 
sketch with a letter of introduction | 


from the victim. Mr. Sambourne nev 
er forgot Mr. 
generosity.”

A few farmers tbave cellars so clean 
and cool that churning can be done 
successfully all summer. ‘Those who 
churo on the ground floor cap do vast- | 
ly better work by churning early in 
the morning. Tbe eurty morning air 
has almost magic gift ip this respect, 

Avoiding a Bad Flavor. 

But bow avoid a bad Havor? More 
than 200 different kinds of germs bave 
been found in wilk by scientists. 
Most of them ure harmiess; some are 
beneficial. But even the heipful 
germs, the lactic acid germs, will spoil | 
the cream if given time evough, Ripe 
cream wakes delicious butter, but} 
when overripe bus a pauseous flavor 
The secret of the whole matter is to 
ecburn before it becomes overripe. 

There are three practices that bave 
beep proved heipful: First, churn early 
and often, so that fermentation will 
not have time to progress too far; sec- 
ond, hold the cream cold enough to 
retard souring: third, skim a rich 
cream with as little milk in it as possi- 
ble, It is the milk serum, not the but 
ter fat, which is foog for the germs, 


Working In the Dairy House. 

A dairy house ix needed and a ce. | 
ment floor. If built of bullow cement 
blocks, all the better. A small gaso- 
line engine will run the separator and 
the churn and pump water. Turn the 
Separator screw so as to skim a thick | 
cream. Set the cap of cream in a tank 
of cold wuter in the dairy house, this 
water being kept fresh and cold by 
the engine and the overfiow running 
out for stock use. 

Twice a week take the cream cans 
out of the tank, mix the cream thor- 
oughly and let it warm up. At night 
set it back in the cold water tank and 
early next morning churn it. This 
method will work successfully. ip a 
large dairy churning can be done ev- 
ery day, and. ripening vats and com- 
bined churns are in order, 

If you have not a good cellar for 
ice or cold water, making good but- 
ter in hot weather is out of the ques- 
tion. Do not try. Failure is sure. 
Get the conveniences. ‘I'he essentiu/ 
conveniences are few and simpie, as 
mentioned above. Get them and be- 
come master of the situation, 

Treating Horses’ Corns. 
For corns in horses the only remedy 
' ig to protect the affected spot from the 
pressure of the shoe, Frequent shoe- 
ing, with careful paring away of ‘the 
hardened hoof or corn, so that this 
particular region will not receive any 
more of the weight bearing than is 
absolutely unavoidable, is the point 
to be aimed at. Ip addition to this. 
the hoof should be kept as soft as 
practicable by applications of mois- 
ture to the whole foot. It is seldom 
that a complete cure is obtained, but 
with care little inconvenience will re- 
sult from ordinary corns, 


Feeding Separator Milk. 

A farmer living ip Minnesota says 
that many of bix neighbors who have 
been feeding separator milk to tbeir 
calves have found that the milk form- 
ed gas in the stumuchs of the animais 
and caused trouble. As a remedy they 
use a teaspoonful of baking soda or 
saleratus to each pail of milk, and 
the calves do well on it.. his is 
worth knowing. 


Shelter Hogs From Hot Sun. 
Every bog pasture ought to have an 
open shed on a higb point of ground 
for shelter from the bot sup. Leave 
all sides open, so that the air can puss 
over them,

CANNOT BE ARRESTER, 


Feartul and Wonderful Attire and «| Ambassadors and Their Servants Are 


Trying Ceremony. 


Association with royalty may be| Except 


gratifying to the epirit, but it ie often 
uncomfortable to the body. A descrip: 
tion of the ceremony which F. Harri- 
son Smith had to go through when he 
received a royal honor from King 
John. predecessor of the late King 
Menelik, is told in “Through Abys. 
sinia” and souuds most uninviting 
The author was an envoy from Queen 
Victoria: 

“In a very hot tent were arranged 
all the insignia about to be bestowe! 
on me. Having taken off m} uniform 
coat, I thrust my legs, already cloth 
ed in a nair of field buots and velvet 
cord riding breeches, into a pair of 
capacious pantaloons of French silk 
embroidered in gold and lined with 
red. A silk shirt, also embroidered 
and lined, was put on and confined at 
the waist with a silk sash. Then came 
the shuma and over this a fur cape of 
lion’s mane, By this time it was diffi- 
cult to move or breathe. 

“My discomfort was increased by 
having a silver gilt amulet fastened 
on my right forearm. On the left was 
hung a rhinoceros hide shield covered 
with dark blue silk ornamented with 
silver gilt, while into my almost pow. 
erless hands were thrust two incenven- 
iently long spears. A gold ornament, 
the badge of the Order of Solomon, 
was hung on my neck, 

“IT had to lead a gayly-trapped horse 
to the door of the king’s hut and bow 
to his majesty the king of Zion. Thia 
I accomplished to the admiration of 
the spectators. Transferring my horse 
to my groom and my shield and spear 
to my servant, I returned to shake 
hands with the king. 

“By this time I was in a profuse 
perspiration, which was not remark. 
able, as I had on two nearly complete 
suits of clothes, besides a lion’s skin 
surtout. I omitted to mention my 
sword, which was rigidly strapped to 
my waist of the right side and which 
made sitting down difficult. But I 
triumphed over all these difficulties. 

*‘When the ceremony was over I re- 
ceived many compliments. My inter- 
preter told me that all the spectators 
declared I was made to wear such a 
costume. They always say that. It 
produces dollars sometimes. 

“It was not easy to mount my horse 
in such fearful and wonderful attire. 
But J managed it, and I. rode off with 
a light heart and a splitting headache. 
and when I reached my abode I speed- 
ily divested myself of my splendor.” 


Oldest County Cricketer. 

On Aug. 16 Lord Hawke celebrated 
his fiftieth birthday, and every true 
lover of he national summer game 
will wish him “many happy return: 
of the day.’’ For twenty-five years he 
has captained the Yorkshire team. 
and made it one of the most powerful 
elevens in the country. He is vwn- 
doubtedly the most popular cricketer 
in England, and has specially endear- 
ed himself to Yorkshire professionals 
on account of the keen interest he has 
always taken in their welfare. He is 
godfather te most their children, 
and out of the seaBon he has each 
professional in turn, with his wife and 
family, if such exist, to stay with him 
at Wightll Park, Tadcaster.

The members and servants of every 
one of the foreign embassies to the 
Court of St James’s cannot be touch- 
ed by British laws, even if they com- 
mit murder. The official headquar- 
ters of the representatives of foreign 
powers in London are the territory 
of the particular country or state 
which the embassy in question repre- 
sents. This being so, the laws passed 
by Parliament and the judges, being 
operative only in the dominions of 
the King, have no effect upon the 
persons residing in the little foreign 
“countries.” 

The teason why ambassadors and 
their servants have this advantage 
over the average Britisher is that 
during the reien of Queen Anne a 
statute was passed by the law makers 
owing to an imbroglio arising from 
the seizure of a Russian envoy’s ef- 
fects for debt. This law. which was 
passed .for ‘the preserving of the 
privileges of Ambassadors and other 
public Ministers of foreign Princes 
and States,” has it that any person 
“presuming to prosecute any writ,or 
process for the arrest or imprison- 
ment of an Ambassador or his domes- 
tics shal] he deemed a violator of the 
law of nations.” 

Though exemption from criminal 
courts ix granted to foreign diplomats 
and their servants, there is no writ- 
ten law declaring the fact. It is 
merely a_ privilege of international 
law Immunity from criminal juris- 
diction was not always granted to 
these persons, for it is on record that 
a secretary of the Portuguese Lega- 
tion. who was arrested for killing a 
mun in the Royal Exchange. was 
tried by jury, found guilty, and sen- 
tenerd to death. 

Although it is generally known 
that the laws of Britain cannot af- 
fect in. any way the King or any 
member of his family. most peonle 
are not aware that no civil action 
can nossibly lie against the servants 
of His Majesty. including lords of 
the bedchambher and other officers of 
the honsehold. The employes of the 
King while heing immune from ar- 
rest, cannot go free if they commit a 
crime, however All. misdeeds com- 
mitted within the precincts of the 
royal palaces and residences are tried 
by snecial courts presided over by 
the Lord Steward, Treasurer, Comp- 
troller, and Master of the Household. 

Any crimes committed bv the ger- 
vants at. Buckingham Palace are al- 
judicuted on by the Board of Green 
Cloth. whose powers are limited to a 
circuit of twelve miles from White- 
hall; while the Court of Marshalsea, 
which dates from the reign of Henry 
VIIL., administers justice between the 
King’s servants at Windsor ar? else- 
where. Beth courts are ruled over 
by the high officials stated. 

Members of Parliament cannot be 
arrested while actually within the 
precincts of the Commons, anl they 
are immune while Purliament is in 
session and for forty days before and 
after It will be remembered that 
in 1888 a Metropolitan police officer 
made an attempt to arrest a member 
of the Irish Parliamentary party in 
Palace Yard. His colleagues were 
greatly upset at the incident, and the 
adjournment of the House was mov- 
ed, a eommittee being appointed to 
consider the alleged breach. of privi- 
lege. The breach was finally affirm- 
ed. and the unfortunate officer was 
severely censured by Parliament. 

Barrist-rs on circuit, solicitors en- 
gaged on # case, and. witnesses in 
any cnse are temporarily protected 
from arrest, and elergymen enioy the 
sume privilece while actually con- 
ducting divine service. 


Indian Sedition Trials. 

The activity of the Calcutta police 
in the .search for arms continues 
One night recently the authorities 
raided a house in Northern Calcutta, 
and found two revolvers, some yuu 
barrels, and a quantity of cartridges 
The occupants of the house are two 
Bengali youths, who, however, suc: 
ceeded in effecting their escape. In 
formation received by the police 
pointed to this house being the centre 
of a new conspiracy, Meanwhile the 
special tribunal is engaged upon the 
trial of thirteen respectable Bengalis 
from Khulna, whom the Government 
charge with conspiracy to wage war 
against the King. When these pro- 
ceedings aré over, the tribunal will 
try the sensational Howrah conspir- 
acy case There are forty-five accus- 
ed, some of whom are men of wealth 
and position. All the preliminary 
hearings will be held in camera. The 
nature of the charges and also the 
evidence is unknown.

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GLEICHEN CROPS GOOD 


SOME RECORDS OF VERY EXCEL. 
LENT YIELDS 


Crop Conditions Not So Bad as Was 
Expected—One Crop Which is Said 
to be Fetching 4! Bushels to the 
Acre, is Worthy of Note—A Good 
Year is Confidently Looked to on 
Account of the Refreshing Rain. 


Gleichen.—Crop conditions down 
here are not hali so bad as it was ex- 
pected they would be in the middie of 
the dry season, and some moderate 
and even more than moderate yields 
are recorded. p 

Also there are. some curious in- 
stances that bear out the recovery of 
the crop in a remarkable way. 

Mr. F. W. Crandall’s crop is said to} 
be fetching 41 bushels to the acre, 
which is worthy of note, considering 
all things. That, of course, was ac- 
complished on irrigated lands, 

“But he is not alofe in good yields,” 
said Mr. Evans, of Gleicnen. “There | 
are some of the finest fields of spring 
wheat round here that 1 have seen for 
a long time. I believe Mr. Bollinger s 
yield will even be better than that of 
Mr. Crandall’s. A unique thing in con- 
nection with his land is that he has; 
made it yield every year for four 
years in succession without summer 
fallowing and without fertilizing. Of| 
course, the crope were varied, one year 
being oats, another barley and an- 
other potatoes.” 

Milo Munrowe, of Queenston, came 
into Gleichen last week and said that 
he and several others in the Queens- 
ton district had had good luck with 
grain and vegetables, and he had con-} 
fidence that they *would be able to se- 
cure some of the prizes at the Gleichen 
fair this year. r. Munrowe took a 
prize for wheat last year. There is a 
lot of land being prepared for the 
seeding, and a good year is eonfidently 
looked forward to on account of the 
refreshing rain that has fallen so 
abundantly. In irrigated parts, how- 
ever, the farmers are im favor of using 
all the water they are allowed to have. 

Illustrating the unexpectedness of 
some of the crops after their owners 
had given up hope, here are two in- 
stances: 

Mr. R. Jones, near here, last spring 
got 400 acres of wheat land. He was 
on the verge of considering taking $15 
an acre for it, being at that time at 
work with the Southern Alberta com- 
pany on the irrigation ditch. He went 
back to his land before he decided, 
found that~ there had been an excel- 
lent crop, and will clear this year 
$10,000 from the crop. 

There was another man in Strath- 
more who leased his land for $1,000 
forthe season. The’ new lessée re- 
leased half of it at $2,000, and on the 
top of that it bore a moderate crop.

AUSTRALIA LOSES JAMES TAIT 


Has Resigned Chairmanship of the 
Victorian Railway 
Commission 
Melbourne, Australia.—The _ retire- 


| ment of Thomas James Tait, the chair. 


man of the Victorian railway commis- 
sion, has taken place under remark- 
able circumstances. Mr. Tait came 
here seven years ago from Canada. He 
had been the manager of transporta- 
tion for the Canadian Pacific, and 
took over a similar position in this 
state. He started in to make many 
reforms in the administration, and as 
a result the system was put on a pay- 
ing basis for the first time. Under 
his management the surplus last year 
reached the million dollar mark. Dur- 
ing the present year Mr. Tait’s good 
fortune did not continue. Accidents 
were numerous on the line, lives were 
lost, and much property destroyed. 
Unrest in the ranks of the workers 
displayed itself, and in addition the 
Labor party to the state launclied 
venemous attacks against Mr. Tait’s 
management. One section of the press 
aided the agitation by making grossly 
unfair charges, and matters came to a 
head recently when, before adjourn- 
ment, the house of assembly made an 
opportunity for a discussion re hold- 
ing an official inquiry into the cause 
of numerous accidents on the system. 
The premier, before the debate had 
proceeded far, rose and announced 
that Mr. Tait, for family reasons, had 
decided to relinquish his post under 
the government. The engagement 
would have, in any event, terminated 
shortly, but Mr. Tait was anxious to 
be released at the beginning of De- 
cember. 

The leader of the government and 
his supporters eulogized the work of 
Mr. Tait in the state and referred to 
him as a first-class railway manager. 
It is understood he will return to Can- 
ada; and the press credits Sir Thos. 
Shaughnessy with the statement of 
“Tait should never have left us; there 
is a chair waiting for him.” 

Mr. Tait is expected to return to 
Canada about Christme;. 

He was born in Melbourne, Que., 
on July 24, 1864and is the son of Sir 
Melbourne Tait, chief justice of the 
superior court for the province of 
Quebec. 


WORK ON ALBERTA IRRIGATION 


Six Hundred Men with 400 Teams 
Are Busily at Work on the 
Big Ditch t 

Gleichen.—With 46 miles of the 
enormous canal that is to irrigate land 
from Lake McGregor in the Snake 
Valley to the Bow river near the 
Blackfoot reserye, already constructed 
it is expected that the 46,000 acres of 
land that the Southern Alberta Land 
company hold in this district will be 
placed on the market next year. 

This irrigation ditch which will al- 
low for the constant flow of ten feet 
of water will cost somewhere in the 
vicinity of $4,000,000. Three years 
have already been spent on the work 
but it is considered sufficiently well 
advanced now to open up the lands 
next year. The work has rendered a 
service to those hdmesteaders who 
have found the past season a trying 
one, for if has provided almost a sur- 
feit of employment. No less than 400 
teams are busy at the present time 
under the direction of the contractor, 
Mr. D. F, McArthur, and this repre- 
sents over 600 ‘men. 

The total length of the ditch when 
completed will be about 150 miles, 
but, even then, it is not the larg- 
est one in Alberta. 

What with this diteh and the rail- 
road, the Southern Alberta line from 
Medicine Hat to Calgary a wealthy 
future is assured for this district. 


ELECTIONS WILL BE POSTPONED 


The Present Term ts Up, but the 


New Act Will Change - 
Conditions 
Edmonton.—The first. senate of the 
University of Alberta, elected when 
the university was established over a 
year ago, will automatically go out of 
office on Tuesday,. October 11, acrord- 
ing to the regulatidns under which 

they were elected. 

It is probable, however, that the 
senate will continue to hold office, un- 
til after the passing of the new uni- 
versity act, which is to come before 
the next session of the legislature in 
November, and which will require the 
election of a new senate. The ques- 
tion of an election will be discussed 
at a meeting of the senate to be held 
before the end of the month. 

It is not deemed advisable that 
there should be an election at any 
rate under the new act, which will 
provide for an increased number of 
senators, and possibly for representa-

Messrs. Denhart, Giese and Berger 
Deny Statements Attributed to 
Them in Seattle—They Will Take 
Steps to Have Seattle Papers Pub- | 
lish Truth in the Matter, as State.

Calgary.—Denying that they were 
ever uissatisfied with conditions in Al- 
berta or Canada, or that they ever 
said they were, and characterizing a 
report printed in one of the Seattle 
papers during the ‘““Why go to Can- 
ada’’ycampaign of the American press 
saying that they were dissatisfied, as 
absolutely untrue in every particular, 
Messrs. Paul Denhart, Giese and 


recently and expressed great dissatis- 
faction: with the report, and asking 
that as much publicity as possible be 
given to their denial. 

“IT am sorry that these reports have 
been circulated in Seattle,’ said Mr. 
“As far as I am personally 
eoncerned, the statement that I am 
dissatisfied with Alberta’is absolutely 
untrue. I have never authorized any- 
one to quote me in such a manner, 
and I am more than satisfied with my 
present conditions. My flax, even af- 
ter all this dry weather, is fine, and | 
my oats are in splendid condition.

Mr. Giese also expressed much dis- 
stisfaction with the false _ state- 
ments credited to him. ‘“‘As far as 
land in Alberta is concerned, I can- 
not praise it too highly,” he -said, 
“both for the quality of its soil and 
its crops. I have gone over Alberta 
thoroughly and have seen wheat that 
would thresh for from twenty to 
forty-five bushels per acre.”’ 

Mr. Berger also agreed with this 
statement, and said that the agricul- 
tural outlook in Alberta seemed as 
bright as that in any country he had 
ever seen. “If I could get six more 
sections of land at the same price as 
I paid for those that I at present 
hold, I would be glad to have them,”’ 


he said, “‘and when I say that I 
mean it. That hardly looks as if I am 
dissatisfied with the country and do- 
ing my best to get out.’’

Possesses Mineral and Agricultural 
Wealth Says Professor 
Brock 

Ottawa.—That the country through 
which the new Hudson Bay railway 
will run possesses agricuitural and 
mineral possibilities that need only 
railway facilities to open them up 
was the substance of an interview 
given by Prof. R. W. Brock, director 


of the geological survey, who has just | 


returned from a trip on which he ac- 
companied Earl Grey through the 
north country. 

“While I had not time to make a 
thorough examination of any kind,” 
said Prof. Brock, ‘‘I noticed one prom- 
ising logking belt on the Echimamish 
river, Up which we went, It was 
about 130 miles long. There 
course been no prospecting in this dis- 
trict owing to the difficulties in trans- 
portation. The railway, however, will 
supply a. splendid base for this work, 
and several of the inlets afford great 
opportunities for it. 

As regards agriculture, the country, 
of course, does not offer such advan- 
tages as does the prairie, still there 
is a lot of land that could be used 
for farming north of Lake Winnipeg 
particularly. It would, however, need 
experimental work to decide this ques- 
tion fully. 

“There is any amount of water 
power available all through the coun- 
try that is capable of development, the 
Nelson river itsel@being one of the 
biggest ifi the world in this respect.” 

“What do you think of the proposed 
route of the Hudson Bay railway? Ig 
the country a hard one for railroad- 
ing?” was asked. : 

“Our route,’’ said Prof. Brock, “lay 
somewhat south of the location of the 
road, but I do not think the district 
offers many difficulties for railway 
work. There are muskegs, of course, 
but these are to be found in northern 
Ontario where the Temiskaming & 
Northern Ontario operates, and on the 
Transcontinental, too.’ 

Prof. Brock is the only member of 
Earl Grey’s party so far returned to 
Ottawa. He is preparing a report on 
the geological features of the country 
through which he passed, for a sur- 
vey. 


RAILWAYS VIOLATE THE LAW 


Chairman Mabee Makes Reference to 
the Methods of Fencing and 
Cattle Guards 
Winnipeg.—Two cases occupied the 
railway commission here, the first be- 
ing the extension of a private spur, 
which Blackwood’s brewery protested, 
but the firms were ordered to come to 
an agreement or the commission will 
decide. Petitioners want the spur ex- 

tended for an industrial site. 

The grain growers asked the com- 
mission to compel railway companies 
to’maintain fences and adequate ¢at- 
tle guards. 

The matter was discussed inform- 
ally, both grain growers’ representa- 
tives and Judge Mabee expressing 
their unreserved opinions at the man- 
ner in which railway companies had 
violated the.law and their refusals to 
comnensate for cattle killed on the 
tracks. Judge Mabee in conclusion 
expressed doubt whether the comm#- 
sion could do anything, being uncer- 
tain whether he could impose any 
penalties for failure to maintain ade- 
quate cattle guards and fences. He 
would think it over and if he could 
nt Ser aers he could do, he would 
o it.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON |.—FOURTH QUARTER, 


FOR OCT. 2, 1910. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt, xxv, 1-13, 
Memory Verses, 10-12—Golden 
Text, Luke xii, 40—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We have no lesson assigned from 
chapter xxiii, but let us not fail, to 
note the summing up of the religion 
of the Pharisees as seen and juaged 
by the Judge of all tne earth, ‘All 
their works they do for to be seen of 
|}man.”” Our lives are lived, from our 
| Standpoint, either before people for 
their approval or before God for His 
approval oniy. ‘The latter is the only 
true way to tive, according to Il Tim. 
ii, 15, but it is to be feareu that many 
a preacher has more regard for the 
approval of his congregation than for 
the approval of God. Let such con- 
sider the eight woes of this chapter, 
and the time to which the ‘‘till’” or 
“until” of verse 39 points, along with 
Luke xxi, 24, and Kom. xi, 25. 

We shail have one study some weeks 
later in the laiter part of chapter 
xxiv, but nothing in the first thirty- 
one verses of this phar, and 
all important Oiivet discourse. Yet we 
cannot understand the lesson of today 
except in the light of the great event 
of verses 30, 31, the coming of the Son 
| of man in glory at the close of the 
;great tribulation, for it is then that 
| affairs on earth shall be as in the days 
of Noah. Iniquity cannot come to a 
head while the chureh is on earth (II 
Thess. ii, 7, 8), but the Holy Spirit, in 
His official capacity of gathering out 
the church, having been taken with 
the church at her rapture to meet her 
Lord, then. the evil trinity of devil, 
beast and false prophet do their ut- 
most to overthrow the Lamb of God 
and to destroy His people Israel (Dan. 
xii, 1, 3; Rev. xvii, 14), who shall 
never cease from the earth (Matt. 
xxiv, 34; Jer. xxxi, 35, 37), but at 
the coming of Christ in glory shall 
receive Him as their Messiah and be- 
come thus a righteous nation to bless 
all nations (Isa. lx, 1-9, 19-21). 

If the “‘then’’ of the first verse of 
our lesson could refer to the coming 
of Christ with His saints, the ten vir- 
gins could be interpreted ‘only of 
israel, and there is something in favor 
of this in the Vulgate and Syriac 
MSS., which give the last clause of 
verse 1, as ‘‘went forth to meet the 
bridegroom and the bride.” But with- 
out attempting to settle the interpre- 
tation of it, there is an abundance of 
truth which all may profit by. There 
are, and there will be till He comes, 
some wise and some foolish, all of 
them professors, but only some posses- 
sors, The wheat and tares will grow 
together till the harvest, which is the 
end of the age. Compare the wise and 
foolish of chapter vii, 21-27, and note 
that He will have to say to some very 
.loud professors, “I never knew you; 
depart from me,” It is written, “He 
that winneth souls is wise,” and 
again, “They that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmanent’’ 
(Prov. xi, 30; Dan. xii, 3). By con- 
trast we can imagine who the foolish 
are. See also in Luke xii, 20, 21, that 
a.l are foolish who lay up treasure on 
earth and are not rich toward God. 
When we consider that there is none 
other name under heaven given among 
men whereby we must be saved (Acts 
iv, 12), and that it is the blood that 
maketh an. atonement for the soul 
(Lev. xvii, 11), how foolish and blind- 
ed by the devil must all those be who, 
turning their backs upon the only way 
of righteousness as Cain did, think to 
obtain entrance to the kingdom by 
their own good works, by character, 
by connection with a so called church 
or even by baptism of the Lord’s sup- 
per. Only those are wise who can 
ay say, ‘‘Thou wast slain and hast 
®edeemed us to God by Thy blood,’ 
j}and who ‘overcome by the blood of 
the Lamb and the word of their testi. 
mony, not loving their lives unto the 
death (Rev. v, 9; xii, 11). A lamp is 
no manner of use, except perhaps to 
be admired, without oil. Oil is a sym- 
bol of the. Holy Spirit, and in Rom. 
| Vill, 9, we read that “if any man have 
|not the Spirit of Christ he is none of 
! His.” That would seem to settle the 
real standing of the foolish virgins (C. 
I.8.). That all, both wise and foolish, 
slumbered and slept, would seem to 
j indicate that the wise as well as the 
j foolish were indifferent to the great 
event, the coming of the Lord. If we 
judge by the few preachers who seem 
to know or care anything about His 
coming and therefore the consequent 
blindness of believers generally in this 
matter, it is evident that with few ex- 
ceptions comparatively all are asleep. 
But there is a sleep that is lawful, 
and if we are right with God it will 
not matter if as to our bodies we are 
awake or asleep when Jesus comes, 
for we can say “T sleep, but my heart 
waketh” (Song v, 2). The wise virgins 
were ready and they went in with 
Him to the marriage, and the door

Verdict of Murder 
London, Sept. 26.—The coroner's jury 
today returned a verdict of wilful mur-

der against Dr. Crippen in connection 
with the finding in Crippen’s residence 
last July of the mutilated remains of a 
body supposed to be Crippen’s wife. 
The verdict reached by the jury, was to 
the effect that the mutilated body round 
buried in the cellar of Crippen’s home 
was that of Cora Crippen, who had been 
wilfully murdered by Dr. Crippen. The 
verdict added that the cause of the death 
was poison by hyocein. 

No evidence, beyond that given at the 
Bow Street Police Court, in the case of 
Dr. Hawley R. Crippen and Ethel Clara 
Leneve, his typest, was produced at the 
resumed inquiry today, of the coroner, 
into the finding of the mutilated body, 
believed to be that of Belle Elmore, 
Crippen’s actress wife, in their Hilldrop 
Crescent residence, and the police made 
the announcement that they had nothing 
further to submit, 

William Long, who was formerly con- 
nected with the accused, 
chased the boy’s suit which Miss Leneve 
wore when arrested on board the steamr 
Montrose, off Quebec, was asked by the 
coroner whether he had ever bought 


and who pur- 


lime, He answered in the negative. 
The chemist from whom Dr. Crippen 
purchased hyocein, traces of which 
compound Dr. William H. Wilcox, the 
scientific analyst of the home office, 
testified he had found in the buried 
mass of flesh, said that the order for the 
medicine was given several days before 
the drug was taken away. He also de- 
clared Crippen never personally had 
purchased hyoceim at his pharmacy. 
The coroner will sum up his case this 


afternoon.
